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CITRUS GROWER 
MEETING SET 
FOR MAY 24 


Election of permanent officers 
is planned by the Porterville 
area unit of the California Citrus 
Producers association at a meet- 
ing scheduled for the Vandalia 
school next Monday evening at 8 
o’clock. 


In addition to the election, a 
progress report on the associ- 
ation will be made by temporary 
State delegates, Victor. Bowker 
and Paul Moore. The report will 
cover action by the association 
eoncerning grower problems of 
the citrus industry.

DEVELOPMENT 
OF WATER IS 
BUREAU: AIM 


Utilization of a full supply of 
water for the ultimate develop- 
ment of the Central valleys of 
California, is the basic aim of 
the Bureau of Reclamation in 
connection with the Central Val- 
leys project, it was stated Wed- 
nesday evening by R. B. Cozzens, 
Bureau of Reclamation manager 
of the Tulare Basin district, at 
the second of a series of meet- 
ings on water problems being 
arranged at Terra Bella by the 
Terra Bella chamber of com- 
merce. 

Mr. Cozzens said that the Cen- 
tral Valley project is designed 
to bring water from the northern 
Part of the state into the south- 
ern San Joaquin valley: that 
such a project is neeessary since 
two-thirds of the central valleys 
water is in the northern half 
of the central area of the state 
while two-thirds of the irriga- 
table land is in the southern 
half, 

He said that if power was 
not developed in connection with 
the project, cost would be so 
high that farmers could not af- 
ford Central Valley project water 
the price of which will probably 
be $3.50 per acre foot for class 
one water-and $1.50 per acre 
foot for class two water at canal 
side. 

After completion of the pro- 
ject, slated for 1941 if federal

Mr. Cozzens said that in the 
southern San Joaquin valley, 
there is at present an overdraft 
of 1,350,000 acre feet of water 
per year, making it essential that 
the Central Valleys project be 
completed. He ‘said that about 
650,000 acres of land along the 
Friant-Kern canal will probably 
receive project water, with some 
375,000 acres of this land now 
developed. 

Concerning the controversial 
160-acre limitation, Mr. Cozzens 
said’ that this limitation is not 
on land ownership but rather 
on \ater use. He said that the 
limitation is set up in regula- 
tions controlling the Bureau of 
Reclamation, but that the Bureau 
has no control over uses of pri- 
vate property, that if man owns 
more than 160 acres, he can 
use Central Valley water on 166 
acres of his property and can 
do what he wants to with the 
rest. If he wants to use project 
water on more than 160 acres, 
he must agree to sell excess lands 
at the end of 10 years. 

Mr, Cozzens said that if irri- 
gation districts. contract with 
Bureau of Reclamation for dis- 
tribution systems, built with 
interest free money loaned for 
a 40-year period, the district 
will operate those systems. He 
said that although there is no 
provision in Bureau of Reclama- 
tion law for assured renewal of 
water or distribution system con- 
tracts with the Bureau at the 
end of 40 years, there is little 
doubt that such renewal will 
be made since there is nothing 
else that can be done with the 
water and with the systems.

Concerning local aspects of 
project construction, Mr. Coz- 
zens said that a 500-day contract 
for a 14-mile stretch of canal 
between the Kaweah river and 
the Tule maybe let this week 
and that water should actually 
be flowing south of the Tule by 
1950. Second class water, he 
said, may reach the Kaweah 
river area by April of next year. 

During a.question and answer 
period, Mr. CozZens stated that 
the federal govenment has no 
control over private”lands, other 


than to enforce provisions of the... 


law that says water may be de- 
livered to a single individual 
for irrigation of no more than 
160 acres of land; that the Bur- 
eau of Reclamation in other areas 
has always renewed contracts; 
that the Secretary of the In- 
terior, under existing, law, does 
not have the power to reduce, or 
increase, the acreage limitation; 
that the federal government can- 
not tell any farmer what to plant 
on his land, that banks are loan- 
ing money in other areas on pro- 
perty. served: by Bureau of Re- 
clamation projects and that an 
excess land holder need not use 
his quota of water on the same 
160 acres each year.

/According to Robert H. An- 
derson, assistant farm advisor, 
there are three widespread. dis- 
eases that cause large losses of 
hogs - - - Cholera, Swine Erysip- 


a elas, and Brucellosis. Losses from 


these diseases can be greatly 
reduced through prevention and 
control measures.. The hogs can 
be immunized against hog chol- 
era and swine erysipelas. 


As far as brucellosis is con- 


¥. cerned, the vaccine efor its con- 


trol is yet to be developed, so 
for. lack of anything better the 
recommendation is: to fellow a 
earefully planned breeding pro- 
gram that includes blood test- 


_ ing of all the breeding stock, and 


as it becomes practicable, sell 
off the positive reactors. The Ag- 
ricultural Extension Service lo- 
* cated in the post office building, 
Visalia, can help outline such a 
program as recommended by The 
University of California. 

Sanitation is highly effective 
in any case, New animals should 
be segregated. and watched for 
evidence of disease. Any sick pigs 
should be separated immediate- 
ly. 

Several bulletins on disease 
and prevention are available at 
the Farm Advisor’s office in the 
Post Office Building, Visalia.
